W ith $500,000,000 invested in live­ 
stock, an annual loss of two per cent 
of the total investment, from prevent­ 
able diseases, and with less than IOO 
licensed veterinarians in Texas, the 


A. & M. College of Texas will take 
•the first step in a “preparedness pro­ 
gram ” against livestock losses this 
September 26, when the School of 
V eterinary Medicine will throw open 
Its doors for its first session. 
Texas 
has drawn most of her veterinarians 
from kansas. Ohio, Cornell and other 
such institutions, bot prospects ard 
th at when the school of veterinary 
medicine opens at A. & M. for the re­ 
ception September 26 It is probable 
th at something like IOO freshmen will 
be enrolled. 
Only freshmen will be 
accepted this first year. 
From the standpoint of personnel 


for the new $100,000 building, which 
will be utilized as the home for the 
lecture rooms, laboratories and of­ 
fices of the faculty of the new school 
and which will be the central build­ 
ing for the veterinary school, will be 
let early in August and work will be­ 
gin immediately. 
The new building 
will have three stories and a base­ 
ment. 
In addition to this building a 
dissecting building has been provided. 
The hospital will be remodeled so that 
clinics may be witnessed by large 
classes. 
The $10,000 plant for hog 
cholera serum production is another 
structure which will be the property 
of the school of veterinary medicine. 
All of the buildings will be equipped 
w ith modern fixtures at the very be­ 
ginning. 
During the past year there were 
260 agricultural students taking vet­ 
erinary science work, receiving in­ 
struction on the prevention of live­ 
stock diseases to complement their 
other instruction along animal hus­ 
bandry lines. 
These men will con­ 
tinue to receive fundamental instruc­ 
tions in veterinary science. 
Dr. Ross P. M arstellar, at present 
professor of veterinary science, will 
be Dr. Francis’ first assistant in the 
II new school. 
Dr. M arstellar holds the 


Texas cattle and horses, there is a 
big demand for men to fill govern- 
•ment positions. The war department 
■employs some 1000 men for positions 
with the cavalry, the bureau of an­ 
imal husbandry employs a large num­ 
ber, and practically every city has a 
city veterinarian. 
The College has been endeavoring 
to secure money for the establish- 
'm ent of a school of veterinary medi­ 
cine for many years, but the legisla­ 
ture never looked with favor on this 
appropriation until last year.
